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Robinson State Park Remains 
Agawam’s °“Hidden’’ Jewel

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts has 
more than a quarter of a million miles of state 
forests and parks that it maintains for public use. 
Agawam’s piece of this pie is the approximately 
825 acres called Robinson State Park. 

Operated by the Department of Environment 
Management (DEM), Mie perk is bordered by North 
Street, North Westfield Street, and the Westfield 
River. The main entrance is on North Street, 
Feeding Hills, and a small part of the park is in 
Westfield. 

In the last year, 21,000 persons visited the over 
800-acre park, according to Ronald Verville of 
Florence, the supervisor of Robinson State Park. 
It is one of 149 state parks and forests that offers 
the public activities in the out-of-doors, year- 
round. 

There are acres of woodland for hiking, ponds 
and lakes, places to see animals in their natural 
habitat, view wild flora, and just relax or walk a 
mile or two. 

Verville has worked for the DEM for 11 years 
and was at Heritage Park in Holyoke before com- 
ing to Agawam. The assistant park supervisor is 
Raymond Cusson of Holyoke, who managed the 
ice skating rink-at Blunt Park, Springfield, when it 
was operated by the DEM. In 1992, the state

Selleck recently won six medals in swimming at 
the Massachusetts Senior Games.

privatized the rink and reassigned Cusson to 
Robinson. 

He also manages the state pool on Maynard 
Street, Feeding Hills. His assistant at the poolisa 
full-time staff member, Francis Bouley of 
Holyoke. Bouley also worked at the Blunt Park 
Arena. 

Until this season, the pool was a separate state 
facility, but it is now part of Robinson Park, Ver- 
ville said.

This summer's seasonal employees, all from 
Hampden County, are: Erin Cathro, John Anthony, 
Mike Perry, Andre Clark, Christopher Gaj, Michael 
Bernard, and Andrew Clark.

A season pass costs $30 and permits entrance 
to any state park. Parking at Robinson costs $5; 
adults who walk in pay $2, and there is no charge 
for children.

River Rd. Area Breathes Easier 
As Ag. Police Nab Suspect 


Neighbors in the River Road area of Agawam, 
especially near Seymour Avenue where a vicious 
beating of an elderly couple took place on Friday 
evening, July 2nd, are breathing a sigh of relief 
now that police have a suspect in custody. 

Arrested and charged in connection with the 
beating of Stanley & Alice Glogowski of 7 
Seymour Avenue was Maurice Bolden, 31, of Spr- 
ingfield. Bolden was taken into custody on Friday, 
July 9th, one week after the couple, both in their 
80’s, were attacked and beaten in the head by a 
two-by-four and a hammer. 

Wanton Act Of Violence 

This wanton act of violence severely shook 
many residents of this quiet residential area. 
Several of the neighbors we spoke to agreed to 
talk with us off the record. Another, who asked 
that her name not be used, summed up the feel- 
ings of the neighborhood and surrounding area: 
“None of us could believe what happened to 
these people. It seemed unbelievable for them to 
have been violated like that. | think all of us are 
thankful that the police made an arrest and that 
both of the Glogowskis have been released from 
the hospital. 

“Still, | think many of us will not soon forget 
this. This is such a beautiful area. How could this 
have happened?” she added. 

Agawam Police Lieutenant Robert Campbell, 
who was working at Riverside Park when he 
received the call to immediately proceed to 
Seymour Avenue, quickly responded in this way. 
He said, “This was arandom act. The attacker had 
stolen a car the day or so before. He parked it on 
neighboring Riverside Avenue that evening and 


thought that the Glogowski home would be easy 
to rob. This is a very quiet area.” 


Maurice Bolden has been charged by Agawam 
police with armed burglary, assault of an occu- 
pant, burglary and assault in a dwelling, and two 
accounts of armed assault with intent to rob or 
murder, Campbell told us. 


Fingerprints on the two-by-four and other foren- 
sic evidence enabled Agawam Police to match 
evidence being held by the Springfield Police and 
led to positively identifying Bolden last Friday 
afternoon. The Hampden County District At- 
torney’s Office issued the arrest warrant to police. 

Bolen pleaded innocent to the charges on Mon- 
day, July 12th in Hampden County Superior Court. 
He is being held on $350,000 bail. He is also ac- 
cused of several other robberies of homes and of 
stealing two cars over a four-day period. 

Bolden had served a six to 10 year Sentence for 
armed robbery in Cedar Junction State Prison in 
Walpole. He was released from prison in May. 

Campbell said when he, Detective Skip Malone, 
and Officer Terry Letellier arrived at the crime 
scene after being called from Riverside Park, 
Detective Stanley Chmielewski, Jr., was already 
there. 

“When | arrived the only thing that was really a 
mess was the entryway,” said Campbell. “When 
Bolden was in the home, Mr. Glogowski obviously 
heard a noise and investigated. He got clobbered 
and then Mrs. Glogowski, who was upstairs, was 
Beaver in a similar manner. She was in pretty bad 
shape.”

There are three picnic areas, two covered 
pavilions, and two athletic fields adjacent to the 
picnic areas. One can rent a picnic area with 
pavilion and athletic field for a Saturday or Sun- 
day for $40 (from 10:00 a.m. to 8:00 p.m., the park 
hours). : 

The pond (located in the heart of the park) has 
two beaches, a bathhouse, and lifeguards. Three 
lifeguards overlap schedules to cover a seven-day 
week, so there are generally two lifeguards on du- 
ty. The pond is usually open from 10:00 a.m. to 
6:00 p.m., but last week it remained open until 8:00 
p.m. because of the heat wave. 

Several miles of trails are suitable for horse- 
back riding, and there are bike trails. Fishing for a 
variety of species is available in the Westfield 
River. Sixty Girl Scouts from Agawam are atten- 


ding day camp in one of the picnic areas through 


July. 

Programs at the pool this summer will include 
lifeguard training, swim lessons for all levels, and 
an infant swim program. The pool has seven life- 
guards and generally two bathhouse attendants 
who work under Bouley. 

Food is not sold in the park, with one exception 
—an ice cream truck that circles the park and 
visits the pool daily. There used to be a refresh- 
ment stand near the bathhouses that sold ham- 
burgers and sandwiches and had tables in a 
covered area that featured a beautiful fireplace. 
Vandals destroyed the refreshment area and the 
state never rebuilt it. 

Winter finds ice skating on the pond and atten- 
dants on duty. The lodge is open for this activity, 
and there is room for cross-country skiing, snow- 
shoeing, and sleigh-sliding on the cleared slopes. 
Trail bikes, skimobiles, and hunting are not per- 


mitted. 
Robinson Park In 1930’s 
There is a map dated 1936 in the staff head- 
quarters that shows the park at that time and lists 
intended improvements (with poalings among 
them); they haven’t materialized yet. Robinson 
Park was given to the state in 1934 by John C. 
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Robinson of Longmeadow for public use. 

A history of Hampden County written by 
historian-author Clifton Johnson and copyrighted 
in 1936 by the American Historical Society, Inc., of 
New York, states: ‘700 acres of land along the 
Agawam River above Mittineague was given to the state 
in 1934 for a park. The Conservation Commissioner 
York and the federal government are cooperating in 


opening the grounds for varied kinds of activities. It is a . 


beautiful tract but little known to the public, even 
though only a few miles from a big city and close to an 
important truck highway. 


“Mr. Robinson spent several years acquiring the 
land, a piece at a time, until he was able to give about 
five miles of riverbank area to the public.” 

A lifelong resident of Agawam recalls the 1930’s 
when the Civilian Conservation Corps (CCC) oc- 
cupied Robinson Park for the purpose of develop- 
ing it. Arthur Breuninger said the CCC men laid 
out and built the roads and trails, pavilions, a 
bridge, recreation hall, and all the buildings the 
men occupied. They were there until about 1941. 
The buildings had large stone fireplaces, one of 
which stands in the park where it was once the 
recreation hall center. 


Many of the buildings were purchased by Har- 
mon Smith, who (at the time) was a physical 
education instructor and famous football coach 
at Agawam High School, according to Breuninger. 

Smith sold them off to anyone who would take 
them apart, remove the wood, and clean up the 
area. Breuninger’s house on North Street was 
made from that wood, he said. He called the 
stonework constructed by the CCC men 
“beautiful master workmanship.” 

The story in the 1930's, Breuninger said, was 
that Robinson bought the land to develop for 
himself, but the economy was so bad he gave it to 
the state. 

The DEM emblem has three pine trees of dif- 
ferent heights in a gold circle. It adorns stationery 
and state DEM vehicles. There are also bumper 
stickers that read ‘‘Find Yourself in a State Park,” 
and in small letters, “The Spirit of Massachusetts 
is the Spirit of America.”

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Very Rare When This Happens 

Campbell said that despite his battered condi- 
tion, Glogowski still had the presence of mind to 
dial 911 that sent police racing to Seymour 
Avenue. “This was such an unusual situation,” 
said Campbell. “The guy obviously thought no 
one was home and when confronted by Mr. 
Glogowski, the attack began. A housebreak is 
such an universal type of crime that it’s So rare 
when something like this happens.” 

Campbell said coordination between Agawam 
Police, state police, Springfield detectives, and 
the District Attorney’s Office led to Boiden’s ar- 
rest last Friday. “This was an all-out effort to ID 
this guy,” said Campbell. ; 

According to him, Agawam Detective Skip 
Malone, through the use of a fingerprinting 
machine used by Springfield Police, was able to 
match the fingerprints found at the crime scene 
with the assailant. “Detective Malone is con- 
parted an expert on that machine,” Campbell 
said. 

Mr. Glogowski was released from Bay Siate 
Medical Center last week and his wife was sent 
home last Friday, the same day Bolden was ar- 
rested. 

As is customary in the summer months, Camp- 
bell again warned townspeople about taking extra 
safety precautions to protect their homes. “We 
can’t say to people enough times about the impor- 
tance of keeping doors and windows locked and 
to keep their homes well-lit,” said Campbell. “We 
have not noticed housebreaks being higher so far 
this spring and summer, although breaks into 
cars is our biggest problem right now.” 

Campbell said Police Chief Stanley J. 
Chmielewski has just ordered a beefing-up of 
neighborhood patrols by police.

Mrs. Willis Rebutted On 
School Space Needs Comments 


To The Editor: ‘ 

Last week’s Agawam Advertiser News reported on 
the latest press release from City Councilor and 
Mayoral Candidate Joanne Willis which 
highlighted the problems of overcrowding in our 
schools. AS members of the 1993 “Space Needs 
Committee,” we are writing today to respond to 
Mrs. Willis’ comments because the information 
contained in her release was, in part, unfounded 
and misleading. 

We are particularly disturbed by Mrs. Willis’ 
charge that the Mayor and School Committee 
have been procrastinating about solving the 
space needs problems and that this so called pro- 
crastination will cost the Town of Agawam “in 
time and money.” 

In order to clear up any misunderstandings, we 
would like to outline the activities of the “Space 
Needs Committee” from inception to date. 

In November of 1992, the “Space Needs Com- 
mittee” was formed upon recommendation to the 
School Committee by the Superintendent, Ber- 
nard Ryder. The committee’s task was to study 
both short and long range space needs of all of 
the public schools in town and to develop possi- 
ble solutions. 

Beginning in early 1993, the committee met on 
numerous occasions. We studied birth data pro- 
vided by the Town Clerk’s office and reviewed 
reports from all principals detailing their needs. 
We consulted with the Director of Special Educa- 
tion for Agawam, the Director of Planning and 
Gommunity Development, the Deputy Director of 
Maintenance for Agawam, and the School 
Facilitator for the State Department of Education. 
After months of collecting this type of data, we 
began to explore and discuss possible solutions. 

It was apparent that one of the most pressing 
problems was the growing needs of the Early 
Childhood Program (ECP). These needs, along 
with the lack of space in areas of enrichment pro- 
grams, support programs, testing, counseling, 
computers, libraries, and storage made it evident 
that additional space was going to be needed ina 
majority of our schools. With this in mind, the 
committee compiled their final recommendations 
and presented them to the School Committee in 
April of this year. 

Our recommendations were: 

14. To find space in a town-owned facility for 
September of 1993 that could house all or part of 
the Early Childhood Program. 

2. To appoint a building committee to begin the 
process of constructing a free standing building 
to house EGP and all kindergartens. This building 
should be turn key by September of 1994. We 
recommended that this building be constructed 
on an existing school site. This building commit- 
tee would also begin the process of planning for 
additions to the remaining three elementary 
schools and give strong consideration to an addi- 
tion to the high school. 
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Mayor Johnson and the Schoo! Committee*im- 
mediately began work on our recommendations. 
Construction of a free standing building at Perry 
Lane Park is already underway and is scheduled 
to be completed by September of this year. This 
facility will temporarily house the ECP and will 
eventually provide the town with much needed 
space for other non-school programs, such as a 
teen center, day care facility, office space and/or 
recreational programs. The decision to construct 
this building was done with the advice and con- 
sent of the Town Council, School Committee, and 
the town’s Building Department. 

By early in the next school year, a decision will 
be made and plans begun to construct a perma- 
nent building on an existing schoo! site which will 
house the ECP or the ECP and all of the town’s 
kindergartens. Because this structure will be built 
on existing town property, its costs can be kept to 
a minimum. At the same time that planning is pro- 
gressing for this new Early Learning Center, we 
will also begin the process necessary for possible 
additions on some or all of the elementary 
schools and the high school. 

As you can see, and Mrs. Willis should know, no 
one in the school system has been pro- 
crastinating about this issue. The Mayor, School 
Committee, administration, and the Space Needs 
Committee have been working actively together 
to pursue a solution to the increasing demands 
that society and our community put on our 
schools while coping with the limited and/or 
shrinking supplies of space and financial 
resources. 

As members of the Space Needs Committee, 
we are very proud of the plan that has been 
developed. We applaud the Mayor and the School 
Committee for actingise quickly to implement the 
recommendations. We are also glad to see that 
Mrs. Willis thinks enough of the plan to adopt it as 
her own. 

Education and the school system are very im- 
portant issues and ones which we hope will be 
discussed in detail during the upcoming cam- 
paign.. We do not, however, want the school 
system and its problems to be turned into a 
political football.

Fire Station Location 
Not In Taxpayers’ Interest 


To The Editor: 

Here we go again. The Mayor wants to build a 
fire station on Main Street between the 
Southworth Paper company (formerly Buxton) and 
Route 57. The station is to cost $1.5 million, with 
an additional expenditure of $200,000 to $400,000 
for the land. 

What a dreamer! He has problems with his ego. 
It has been piqued pretty often. The buying binge 
he has been on and the refusals he has suffered 
have been many, and these hurt his ego and his 
many attempts to build a monument he could 
point to and say, ‘‘Gee, look what | did.” 

How long ago was the number-one issue the 
DPW fiasco? Remember? His (the Mayor’s) last 
few attempts would have cost the City of Agawam 
over $7 million, not counting all the interest we 
would be paying, and also the tax loss we would 
have suffered with all that real estate taken off the 
tax rolls. 

His latest pipe dream is $200,000 to $400,000 for 
land and $1.5 million for a fire station. The loca- 
tion mentioned above, if created, would involve a 
three-mile limit of travel to a fire, and the cir- 
cumference would be two miles into Springfield 
(as well as two miles into West Springfield, and 
two miles into Longmeadow). 

In short, a weekend trip to protect the people 
—whose land-taking scheme by the Mayor was to 


* give them recreation, but not one iota of protec- 


tion from the hazards of fires. 

| will make this suggestion to the people of 
Agawam—please just think of one, just one 
serious beneficial accomplishment created for 
the city by the Mayor other than what he gets a 
year in salary to do. In fact, if he left town and 
stayed away for the whole year, the town would 
function just as well; in fact, better, because he 
couldn’t be there to put his nose in, interfering 
with employees’ duties. 
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Actually, | can name a few, but not successes. 
Example: with 48-point type in local newspaper 
headlines, he and his insurance consultant claim- 
ed they saved the city $250,000 that year. Check- 
ing the records, it shows a $200,000 increase in 
costs, not any savings. 

Of course, the consultant was Andy Campbell, 
who (besides giving generously to the Mayor's 
campaign) was also the City Republican Party 
Chairman of Agawam. The consultant didn’t have 
one lick of experience in the insurance field.

Home Security (Alert)

As stated before, a burglary occurs somewhere 
in this country every 10 seconds. The average loss 
has been figured to be somewhere in the vicinity 
of $1,000. However, when determining the cost of 
a break, money is only part of the price. 

One must consider that once the security of a 
home has been breached, the lives of the people 
within those walls is changed forever. There no 
longer exists a feeling of safety that is so impor- 
tant in a home. There remains the lingering 
thought that someone was in your home, and took 
with them many of your valued possessions. Will 
the burglar return? Who is the burglar? Is so- 
meone watching your home? 

Unfortunately, these questions usually remain 
unanswered and the result is a home put up for 
sale. If the family decides to stay, they may opt for 
some type of a security system which will replace 
some of the lost feeling of Security. 

Homeowners who decide on a security alarm 
should not allow their emotions to enter into 
negotiations with salespeople or dealers. Alarm 
companies are in the business to make money, 
and unnecessary accessories are a luxury we can 
ill-afford. 

It must be understood that security comes in all 
shapes and sizes and at every price. The BUZTOP 
door wedge is great for an upstairs apartment. It 
not only keeps the door from being completely

opened, but it gives off an ungodly screech if so- 
meone tries to enter. The cost is $7. 

On the other hand, a completely installed 
Honeywell alarm system with all the accessories 
will run somewhere in the vicinity .of $3,500, 
depending on the number of rooms and size of the 
house. 

It must also be understood that every home is 
not a potential candidate for a burglar alarm. 
There are drawbacks to every alarm and every 
system. Once installed, either by the homeowner 
or a professional, life within its boundaries 
changes greatly. 

False alarms can be a daily occurrence unless 
equipment is installed correctly and the family is 
familiar with the system and cooperates to insure 
proper function. It it is determined that an alarm 
system is the answer, a number of factors and cir- 
cumstances must be considered before pur- 
chases: proximity to neighbors, weather condi- 
tions, animals in the house, location of the police 
station in reference to the home in question. 

Heat sensors cannot tell a cat burglar from a 
cat. Some systems will be a constant problem if 
wind, lightning and hail are frequent, and systems 
connected to automatic dialers will have a delay 
before police are contacted. The rule to follow is 
common sense: cool, calm, practical common 
sense.

Observing Fire Safety In Your Home 


It is estimated that over 32,000 manufactured 
home fires occur each year. They cause 520 
deaths, 1,000 injuries, and over $180,000 in direct 
property loss. 

Fire deaths in manufactured homes occur at 
twice the rate of fire deaths in houses. Victims in 
manufactured homes are more likely to be trap- 
ped by fire than those in houses. 

If you live in a manufactured home, fire is pro- 
bably the greatest single threat to you and your 
family. Studies have shown that a fire is most like- 
ly to start in the kitchen, followed closely by the 
living room, bedroom, and utility room. 

The following guidelines will help you prevent a 
fire in your home: 

e Install and maintain smoke detectors outside 
bedroom areas. Test your detectors at least once 
a month and change batteries annually. If you 
have smoke detectors that are connected to your 
electrical system, consider having battery detec- 
tors as a backup in case of fire in the electrical 
system. 

e Have an ABC/multi-purpose fire extinguisher 
on hand and learn how to use it. But, remember, 
fire extinguishers are small and should be used to 
fight small fires, after 
everyone has _ gotten 
out and the fire depart- 

ment has been called. 
ePlan and discuss 
with your family what 
to do in case of fire. If 
you have quick exit win- 
dows, make sure you 
know how to operate 
them. If not, have 











something available to 
break out the window if 
necessary.

Taylor To Host 
Public Workshop On 
Backyard Composting 


Agawam City Council President James D. 
Taylor will host a public workshop on backyard 
composting on Monday, July 26th from 7:00 to 
9:00 p.m. at the Agawam Public Library on Cooper 
Street. The workshop will be presented by the 
Center for Ecological Technology (CET). 

Beginning this year, state regulations prohibit 
the disposal of all yard waste (leaves, grass clipp- 
ings, and branches) at landfills and incinerators. 
This means that municipalities can no longer col- 
lect leaves with the regular trash pickup. 

Since the autumn leaf collections occur only 
for a.limited time during the fall and the regional 
composting facility hasn’t started operating yet, 
many residents are still left with no way of getting 
rid of yard waste. Back yard composting is an 
alternative solution. 

“Backyard composting can reduce municipal 
solid waste collection and disposal costs,” Taylor 
said, “It can also return a useful, economical, and 
ecologically sound product to the individual.” 

Taylor explained that composting is nature’s 
way of recycling organic matter by decomposition 
into a rich soilsamendment called humus. He said 
yard waste as well as many food scraps can be 
recycled through this process which may be ac- 
celerated by creating a compost pile or by using a 
compost bin. The informative workshop will pro- 
vide many details on successful backyard com- 
posting.

Mrs. Willis Critical Of Municipal Liens 
Being Placed On Water & Sewer Betterments 


Agawam Town Councilor Joanne H. Willis has 
asked State Senator Linda J. Melconian to review 
current statutes governing municipal liens for 
water and sewer betterments and to draft legisla- 
tion limiting the scope of such liens on property 
owners who promptly pay their betterment 
assessments. 

Homeowners in Feeding Hills have come for- 
ward over the last several months with the 
familiar complaint that the Town of Agawam has 
placed liens on their deeds despite their payment 
of the betterment charges. 

Citizens are required to obtain a $4 certificate 
from the Collector’s Office indicating the assess- 
ment has been paid in full. They then must obtain 
a release of the lien at the Registry of Deeds 
which costs an additional $10. Property owners in 
the phased sewer areas were not made aware of 
the liens and only discovered them when refinanc- 
ing or selling their 
homes. 

Mrs. Willis stated, 
“Citizens expect their 
government, especially 
their local government, 
to be up front with 
them.

Town was very explicit about how the betterment 
charges should be paid but was not so forthcom- 
ing about the liens and their hindrance to the 
future plans of the property owners.” 

Upon changes in the General Laws on which 
the Town’s ordinances are based, Willis said she 
will sponsor appropriate amendments to the 
Town Code to eliminate the unnecessary red tape 
for citizens who promptly pay their betterment 
charges. 

Willis concluded, “I regret that we are unable to 
offer relief to our citizens, and | am ashamed at 
the Town's callous disregard for the peace of 
mind of its citizens when it recorded the liens 
without their knowledge. | am hopeful that 
legislative changes at the state and local level will 
institute a fair and equitable method to assure 
payment of these betterment charges without 
overburdening the citizens we serve.”

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Mrs. Willis Seeks APD Manpower Study 


Agawam Town Councilor and candidate for 
mayor, Joanne H. Willis, has called for a man- 
power needs study for the Agawam Police Depart- 
ment.

The college joined the IRS with this initiative 
because it felt it would provide a service to local 
communities. 

To receive assistance, you should bring: any 
W-2’s, 1099's, or other information you may need 
to complete your return. If you have delayed filing 
your return because you can’t find your W-2’s or 
1099’s, the IRS can help you reconstruct your 
records. 


Gerard R. Esposito, Boston IRS District Direc- 
tor, said, ‘We recognize there are many ‘reasons 
why taxpayers have not filed. These reasons in- 
clude procrastination and fear or inability to pay.” 

Individuals and businesses who voluntarily 
reenter the tax system, or enter for the first time, 
will find that the IRS is eager to help them file the 
necessary tax returns. 


“The IRS is not offering an amnesty program; 
you will receive penalties and interest unless you 
can prove reasonable cause. However, we will 
work out installment payments and offers in com- 
promise to help non-filers who cannot pay their 
liability in full,” said Esposito. 


Since late October, more than 155,000 people 
have called the IRS about filing prior-year forms, 
and another 58,000 individuals visited IRS officers 
to get information and assistance with their 
returns. 


Nearly 45 percent of those late filers who have 
sent in returns received refunds. The IRS reminds 
late filers that refunds must be claimed within 
three years from the original due date.

—In the Line of Fire 

Frank Horrigan (Clint Eastwood) once made a 
commitment to his country and his president—a 
commitment that put him Jn the Line of Fire, 
thereby willing to take a bullet to save the life of 
the country’s leader. 

His first president was Kennedy, and in the 
disbelief of those moments in Dallas that chang- 
ed the world, Horrigan’s life was also changed as 
he (like millions) stood a second too long before 
reacting. 

Thirty years later, with another president in the 
midst of a tight reelection campaign—one pep- 
pered with death threats—Horrigan gets what he 
feels is his final chance to do it right. 

Haunted by failure, he is in the waning years of 
his government service career and asking for one 
more chance to be in that very elite line of fire. 

He learns that a professional, government- 
trained assasin is stalking the president, and sees 
his own redemption at hand. 

The film is, in a word, terrific. The story has a 
begining, middle, and end. (And you would be 
amazed at how many films don’t!) It shows a 
gracefully (and sometimes not-so-gracefully) ag- 
ing Eastwood impeccably groomed and donning 
suits and ties, playing the blues in his favorite bar 
(or anywhere else where he can find a keyboard). 

It has a love story, the hit-and-miss fumbling of 
romance that may or may not happen that 
charms, amuses, and intrigues despite its 
periodic predictability. (Rene Russo is the female 
agent and love interest.) 

It has John Malkovich in a teriffic role as the 
villainous assassin who also happens to be a 
master of disguises. 

And it has the same great computerized came- 
rawork that put Gene Kelly of 50 years ago on 
screen with pop star Paula Abdul in TV commer- 
cials; namely, Eastwood’s more youthful self is 
cut into old footage of the Kennedy assasination, 
and bits and pieces of that history become woven 
into the mainstream of this film. 

Inthe Line of Fire was.a pleasant (make that ter- 
rific) surprise in a somewhat disappointing sum- 
mer. Try it, you'll like it. 

And speaking of pleasant surprises, the 
weekend was full of them...

turns him into the Rookie of the Year. 

It seems that when his arm healed, it healed 
wrong (right!) and suddenly he’s got a winning 100 
mph pitch. And along come the Chicago Cubs, 
who make him the youngest professional 
ballplayer ever. 3 

Okay, so it’s hokey. It’s also fun—harmless fun. 

Gary Busey is the star player whose career and 
pitching arm are slowly winding down; Daniel 
Stern (who also directs) is the bumbling team 
manager; and Amy Morton is Henry’s beleaguered 
single mom whose sleazy boyfriend sees dollar 
signs in the management of this new star player. 

The plot is occasional predictable, delightfully 
witty in own slapstick fashion, and guaranteed to 
elicit a chuckle or two, if not some outright 
laughter. It’s not the best baseball film ever made, 


but pick a rainy day, your kids or the neighbor's”

Dennis the Menace has no plot, but it does have 
two things going for it: seven year-old Mason 
Gamble as Dennis, and a simply wonderful and 
hilarious Walter Matthau as the harassed and ter- 
rorized Mr. George Wilson.

Nonetheless, there were a lot of laughs here, 
and if the lack of rhyme or reason in Dennis the 
Menace doesn’t get to you, you may find yourself 
having a darned good time.

* Boyz N’ The Hood 

Director: John Singleton. 1991. Rated R. 1 hour and 
51 minutes. Starring: Ice Cube, Cuba Gooding, Jr., 
Morris Chestnut, Larry Fishburne, Nia Long, and Tyra 
Ferrell. 

There once was a time when the reason people 
went out to the movies was to escape reality for a 
couple of hours. The feelings of awe and joy after 
watching a film have made the motion picture in- 
dustry an American institution. 

Apparently, now that it is one, directors are 
abandoning the positive effect that film can have 
by making riotous films such as Boyz N’ The Hood. 

Although there was commendable acting pre- 
sent in this documentation of gang violence, the 
subject matter not only is far from a pleasant one, 
but one that had incited violence at some of the 
film’s screenings. 

Boyz N’ The Hood will be enjoyed as long as you 
want to be reminded of the social illnesses of our 
world today. There’s excessive violence, multiple 
murders, and an overall unpleasant feeling pre- 
sent while watching the film. If the latter is your 
preference, then you will enjoy Boyz N’ The Hood. 

In fairness, the film’s production value is very 
high and the dramatizations are very powerful. 
The major flaw is that such obvious filmmaking 
talent-was wasted on a disturbing topic. 

As a documentary, Boyz N’ The Hood would 
work just fine; but, as a motion picture, the sub- 
ject of violence and murder is too disturbing, and 
the feeling it leaves is too unpleasant. 2 STARS.

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DeBorah D. Allen 
Has Successful Exhibit 
At Agawam Library 


During the month of June, the Agawam Com- 
munity Artists (under the auspices of the Agawam 
Cultural Council) sponsored an art exhibit by area 
artist DeBorah Donnelly Allen. The exhibit includ- 
ed a mixture of art mediums and subject matter. 

Ms. Allen, a current resident of Feeding Hills, 
was born and raised in the small town of Ludlow. 

“Everyone in my family has some kind of ar- 
tistic inclination,” she stated. ‘My father is very 
good at sketching, and my mother studied interior 
decorating.” She added, “Even my siblings enjoy 
one art form or another.” 

One brother, Raymond, does wood sculptures 
and jewelry-making.. Another brother, Timothy, 
draws cartoons, and her younger sister, Crystal, 
enjoys arts and crafts. 

After graduating from Westfield State College 
in 1983 with a Bachelor's Degree in English/Com- 
munications, Ms. Allen took a position with an 
area nursing home as a Recreational Therapist. 

“The residents loved art classes,” she remark- 
ed. “Even those with severe handicaps managed 
to take something precious away with them,” she 
continued. 

“Even residents who were unable to speak due 
to strokes were able to communicate their feel- 
ings when other methods failed them.” 

Ms. Allen began taking additional courses in 
psychology and art in order to explore her new at- 
titude toward art: She stated she was able to 
utilize her artistic skills in every professional posi- 
tion she held. Presently, she is pursuing a 
Master’s Degree in Art Therapy and Counseling. 

“Everyone should take an art therapy session,” 
she stated. “It’s a great way to learn about 
yourself; everyone should try it!” 


For the last six years, Ms. Allen has been work- 
ing at her career full-time and is “enjoying every 
minute of it!” 

Having limited professional experience in the 
art world, Mrs. Allen has always painted for the 
pure joy of painting. Most-of her paintings are a 
result of personal interpretation. 

She paints “‘life’’ as she sees it in the world 
around her—whether it’s a summer sunset or an 
old rocking chair. Accuracy is not her main con- 
cern, but depicting feelings and extracting emo- 
tions from those who view her artwork is. 

Although oil painting is her first love, Ms. Allen 
is always experimenting with other art forms, in- 
cluding acrylics, pastels, collage, jewelry-making, 
and sculpture. 

Her artwork invites the viewer to step into 
another world (her world) and out of their own. 
Having a great interest in the unique, some of her 
artwork (especially her paintings and sculpture) is 
abstract and impressionistic in nature, with a 
touch of fantasy; bold shapes and colors with a 
hint of the unusual are Ms. Allen’s trademarks.

Others, however, are no 
longer able to hunt for themselves, and must re- 
main in captivity. 

“| provide a permanent home for these birds, 
and use several of them in my talk on birds of 
prey. My program provides an overview of North 
American birds of prey,” she continued. “It ex- 
plains the birds’ place in the environment, their 
different hunting adaptations, and their status in 
a rapidly changing world.

On Prodigy, you can get an instant update on 
the ball scores (guess why | got it?!), quick 
weather reports, stock quotes, and all kinds of 
other stuff. It costs less than ten bucks a month 
and can be accessed by phoning a local 
telephone number. All you need is a computer and 
a modem. 

You can also play games and puzzles, buy 
plane tickets and other wares, as well as just 
about anything else under the sun. One of my 
favorite parts is conversing (for free!) with sports 
fans from around the country on the Prodigy 
Bulletin Board. 

This is not an advertisement for Prodigy. Some 
people hate the service. There are many options 
out there, including Rush Limbaugh’s famous 
CompuServ. It might be appropriate to note here 
that both Rush and | are now travelling through 
life with “formerly nicotined stained fingers.” 
(Yes, | have survived eight weeks without having a 
smoke hanging from my lips). 

The reason for my Prodigy thoughts this time 
around are because of something | read on the 
Bulletin. Board this week. It’s those darn little 
Capitalists that we are all raising these days. The 
quest for autographs is far more intense than | 
could have ever imagined. 

As | have stated so many times before, this 
drives me crazy when it is done in the name of 
Capitalism. My minor quest for autographs 
(through the “Outgoing Mail’ column) simply is 
serving to show you the response time on my re- 
quests. When | do receive the photos and the 
autographs, they are not for sale. They are for 
display. There is more than a little romance involv- 
ed between me and the people who make up the 
sports world. 

20% Batting Average 

As many of you have perhaps noticed, | am only 
batting about 20 percent on responses to my 
“Qutgoing Mail.”

Golf Tip Of The Week

Mistake 
Scooping On Pitch Shots 


On short iron chip shots—pitch shots 
—accomplished mostly with the arms 
and hands and a minimum of body power, 
a common mistake is permitting the left 
hand to collapse and letting the right 
hand dominate the stroke. 


Usually, in this mistake the right wrist 
“breaks” along with the left, and the com- 
bination scoops the ball into the air—or 
worse. 


Correction 

Head and body should remain relative- 
ly still in the short chip shot. Concentrate 
on keeping the wrists of both hands 
relatively steady. Too much body in this 
shot will cause you to hit the ball too 
high, so use your practice time on those 
arms, especially the wrists. 


Aim at targets from various distances 
away—a few feet off the green to 50 
yards. The thing to strive for is consisten- 
cy. When you can chip five out of 10 of 
these arm and wrist shots into a 10-foot 
target area, move on to something requir- 
ing more “body” in the shot lest you 
forget how to use it.

Sportsmen Aim To Replace Endangered 
Species Confusion With Common Sense 
On the island of Maui, a huntable population of

mouflon sheep was ordered to be exterminated by 


‘a U.S. District Court because it purportedly af- 


fected the endangered palila (a finch-like bird). 
The sheep had been carefully re-introduced onto 
the island 10 years earlier by the Hawaii Division 
of Forestry and Wildlife. ; 

Among some states along the Colorado River 
system, endangered squawfish swim under 
government protection. Along the Columbia River, 
squawfish are poisoned to protect salmon. 

In California, a wild turkey introduction pro- 
gram was blocked because the gobblers “may 
some day” affect the breeding habits of a tiny pro- 
tected bird, ‘‘Least Bell’s vireo.” : 

There are just some of the unintended, ironic 
consequences of the Endangered Species Act 
that Congress will grapple with during this year’s 
ESA reauthorization hearings, says Rick Story, ex- 
ecutive director of the Wildlife Legislative Fund of 
America. 

And while those hearings will determine the 
path of America’s most important wildlife legisla- 
tion over the next five years, Story claims they will 
also produce an outcry from American sportsmen 
- the likes of which has never been seen on 
Capitol Hill. 

The WLEA is leading the Sportsmen’s Coalition 
for Common Sense Amendments to the ESA, a na- 
tional grassroots alliance which has promulgated 
amendments designed to strengthen the act’s 
conservation goals. Those amendments—in- 
troduced into Congress as H.R. 2207—are spon- 
sored by Rep. Bill Brewster (D-Oklahoma) and 
Rep. Don Young (R-Alaska), co-chairmen of the bi- 
partisan Congressional Sportsmen’s Caucus. 

Both legislators understand the need for 
change in the ESA. “As a whole, the ESA has been 
successful in its conservation goals,’ says 
Brewster. ‘But over the last 20 years, through five 
Congressional reauthorizations, environmenta- 
lists and animal rightists have learned to use the 
act’s weaknesses to advance their causes.” 

Young adds, “The result is that hunting oppor- 
tunities, as well as traditional and scientific 
wildlife management practices, have been dis- 
carded in favor of politics and emotional 
outburts.” ’ 

The Sportsmen’s Coalition is three-fold: 

1) To prevent animal rights extremists from us- 
ing the act to attack hunting and, in turn, advance 
their own radical agenda. 

2) To improve the scientific process by which 
endangerment determinations are made. 

3) To formally recognize in the act the impact 
and contribution of the sportsman as a conserva- 
tionist.
